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1. After the fell of Chinchoa (121-07, 41-07) and Mukden late in October 1948, 
enti-Commnist Mongol leaders in Nationalist areas of Manchuria were 
forced to disperse in all directions, some going to Peiping, some rem 

maining hidden or under detention in Mukden, and others forced to go to 
Weneyehmiao (122-01, 46-05), capital of the Chinese Commnist=sponsored 
Inner Mongolian Autonomous Government (IMAG).

2. As trasted and capable advocates of the Racial Principle arrived in 
Peining, they were gathered together by National Assembly delegate 
Daewaooser, a prominent leader in the group, and told that the time haf 

‘gome for the establishment of a corpact erganization which could serve 
as a nucleus for a large-scale movement towards real Mongol independence. 
Degwacoser, who initiated the plen for the development of a base area for 
the movement in the Alashan avea (106-, 39=), atated that for the time 
being gome Mongols would be needed to maintain political relations with 
the Central Cevernment but that eventually all Mongols would rally around 
the base to establigh a free Mongolia. 


- 3e Dagwaooser, who will command this group of Racial Principle advocates ani 
the base, chose the Alashan region for the following reasons? 


a. ‘the area ie now svarsely populated and, although a large portion of 
the area is desert, Lt can sustain the present population plus the 
Mongola who can be expected to migrate to the regione 


b. Although MA Beng-k’uet (4%, 38, 14), Governor of Ninghsia peavande: 
. oercises strict travel control in the important eastern areas of the 
wrevince, chiefly along the Lanchou (103-41, 36-03)-Ninghsia City 

(106-19, 38-28) road, control within the Alaghan area, ie., west of 

the Ala Shan, is practically non-existent. The area ia ideal for. 
eaerrilla tactics and fairly easy to defend because 1% 13 surrounded 
on three sides by mountains and 1t is of little strategic importance 
either to MA or the Chinese Commnist forces. 


e. The area is at present a virtual heaven for Naeb ia: as evidenced by 
the fact that political refugees and lamas go there to escape capture 
by Chinese Communist forces. 
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a. ‘The Vongol leaders consider the area ideal for any new Eoonomie 
Gooperation Administration Rural Rehabilitation plan that may 
develop from Mongol efforts to procure such aid. 


Early in November 1948, Dagwaooser and the other leaders decided that 
those Imown Ractal Principle advocates who would undoubtedly be stopred 
in any overland attempt te reach the Alashan area by Nationalist or 
Chinese Commnist elements would fly from Peiping to Lanchou and pro- 
ceed northward from there, taking with them their families and most 
needed followere. The other men and women who belonged to military 

or political unita under the above leaders would gradually infiltrate 
westward to the area, an action considered feasible because Nationalist 
or Chinese Commnist authorities would probably not detain them without 
their leaders. These people have been instructed discreetly to spread 
the news of the. establiahment of the base to other trusted Mongol groups. 
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
